Mujority of Legislative Judiciary Presents Favorable 
Report After Hearing Arguments and There 
Will Be a Minority Report as Well. 



— A favov.ible report 
nil iht; uiili-lieitiiiK bill was luudu at Columbia last 
iii^ht by the Senate ami House judiciary committee.

Tile raeiii}; interests were represented at yister- 
day's liearini; by prominent citizens of Cliarleston, 
who \oieed their opposition to any proposed hostile 
lej.islat ion. .\inet.v-ti\ e jsT cent of the business in- 
teiests of Charleston also made it known to the co ii- 
niittie ihreu^rli tlielr r.‘iiresentiilive tliat tiny were 
opposeil lo any le};islation that would Interfere with 
tile raeiiiK. Several ministers were those luost 
active in favorinj: the supiiression of the racing. 

Tin bill will go on the calendar and take its usual 
course, with others, for it is not expected that it 
will receive any si>ecial consideration, and the rac- 
ing men are not at nil alarmed that there will be 
any Interference with the sport during this season. 

Rain which fell this morning again retarded t»rog- 
I'ess on coiistructbm work at the track, but with the 
ei'ssation of the moisture this afternoon all w.is 
again activity and it is now thought certain that no 
tiirther obstacles will be i iiconnteitMl to inevent the 
opening on Wednesday next.

DEATH OF GALLINULE IN IRELAND. 



Sire of Pretty Polly. Wildfo-wler and White Eagle 

Passes Away Unexpectedly at Owner's Farm. 

One of the most renowned liorscs of recent years, 
the great Irisli sire. Galliiinle. died at Hie Itrowiis 
:o«n Stud. Cnnagli. County Kildare. Ireland. .laiin- 
aiy II. at Hie age of twenty-eight years. He was a 
hoise of siieli remarkabli- vigor that his death w.-.s 
niii-Mieclc.l and it bad liec-ii ann mnecil tliat lie was 
t 'tired from pnllie service ami wonhl onl.v !«• 
niiiieil with bis owner's mares liiU year.
